Professors Dewey and fi and win 
Watson, the latter of Columbia 
also, have been outspoken in their 
criticism of liberal arts college 
" curricula on thp ground that the 
colleges are giving their students 
courses in irnining for a livcli- 
, hood rather than for life, Presi¬ 
dent Holt pointed out in announc¬ 
ing tho committee appointments. 
"Liberal arts colleges, 1 fear,’' 
Dr, Holt added, ”are putting too 
much stress upon the imn-essen- 
UhI s and are giving too little at¬ 
tention to courses and subjects 
that will help students to sec life 
lit the whole,”

At the beginning nf the college 
year, as is pointed out by the ar¬ 
ticle on the subject in (he Novem¬ 
ber Good Housekeeping, "the em¬ 
phasis ia put nn fr&temities to the 
exclusion, even the detriment, of 
everything else/' but now that 
pledging is over the Greeks will nn 
longer occupy the center of the 
stage.
